LDOMBAYy, India, May 27.—-(?)—

now, Dacca and Bombay, 82 persons 
had been killed, 863 persons injured 
and hundreds upon hundreds arrested.

A board of referees appointed by 
the supreme court to hear the cases 
of the two attorneys had previously 
recommended that Joseph be dis- 
_barred permanently and that Mannix 
be disbarred for three years. 

The court held, however, that Man- 

nix, who brought disbarment proceed- 
ings against Joseph, should not be 
permitted to practice law in this state 
again. Justice Beam dissented, hold- 
ing that disbarment of Senator Jos- 
eph for three years would be suffi- 
cient and that one year would be 
|'adequate for Mannix. 
The disbarment of Joseph 
'based on his criticism of members of 
the supreme court. Joseph said po- 
litical and financial interests influ- 
enced decisions in certain cases, which 
he named. As a result of these criti- 
cisms, which also involved Mannix, 
the latter filed disbarment proceedings 
against the senator. Joseph retaliated 
with similar action against Mannix, 
including him in his criticism of the 
court. F 

In the recent primary in Oregon 
Joseph defeated his nearest opponent 
for the republican nomination for 
governor by approximately 5,000 
votes. A. W. Norblat, the present 
governor, was second in a field of 
six. Joseph’s race was known as a 
“revenge contest,” as he was pri- 
marily seeking vindication as a re- 
sult of his disbarment controversy. 
Joseph was born in a log cabin in 
north California and once was a sheep 
herder.

PRESIDENT APPROVES | 
U.S. PRISUN EXPANSION 


Hoover Signs Seven Reform 
Bills to Reorganize 
System. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(#)— 

President Hoover announced today 
that he had signed seven prison re- 
form bills designed to enlarge the fed- 
eral prison system and establish a 
comprehensive system of prison re- 
orm. 
The acts assure building of two 
federal prisons, two reformatories 
and a number of jails at a cost of 
approximately $7,000,000. 

One of the new prisons is to be in 

the northeast section of the United 
States in the vicinity of Erie, Pa.. 
While the other will be west of the 
Mississippi river. 
_ A reformatory is to be constructed 
in the gouthwest and the jails in 
large centers of population. The other 
reformatory is to be in the east. 

One of the bills provides for a new 
parole system to be governed hy three 
members appointed by the attorney- 
general, ; : 

Others direct -establishment of | 
training schools in the prisons, hos- | 
pitals for defective delinquents, and | 
allow the public health service to | 
take Over jurisdiction of the health | 
of inmates in the federal] prisons. 

Another bill providing for the ap- 
pointment of federal probation offi- 
cers attached to each federal court 
district was found to be defective and 
will be returned to congress. 

The president feels that the bills 
will solve a problem of needed reform 
in the crowded federal prisons.

The remainedr of the 
field of 40 which will roar away from 
the mark at the dip of the starting 
flag is made up on specially built speed 
demons, with other speed demons at 
the wheel. But young Charley, son of 
na wealthy New York attorney, is quiet- 
ly confident of finishing among the 
leaders. If he wins a money prize, 
the next man can have it, as the Co- 
lumbia graduate wants to retain his 
amateur standing. 


Moran has had considerable experi- 
ence in racing in France and Spain, 
although he has been driving only two 
years. He finished third in a 24-hour 
race near Paris without once leaving 
the wheel. 

The champions of the speed world 
at Indianapolis, of course, are reeling 
off far faster times than that made by 
Moran in his DuPont in qualifying on 
Saturday. This year, for the first 
time is seven years, the race is for 
cars carrying a mechanic as well as a 
driver, and speeds as high as 115 miles 
per hour have been made in the trials.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—(?)— 
President Hoover today signed the 
Williamson bill providing for trans- 
fer of the prohibition enforcement on 
July’ 1 from the treasury to the de- 
partment of justice. 

The measure is designed to bring 
closer co-operation in the enforcement 
and prosecutions under the law. It 
has the approval of the law enforce:

Mitchell. It was passed by congress 
after President Hoover had _ recom- 
mended the transfer.
